He that ſhall do it, muſt be without 
ſoof of ſinne , and therefoze among all 
the ſonnes of Adam, onelp Jeſus Chzift 
is found wozthie & able to execute this 
office. Fo2-if we reſpect this great 


wozke of reconciliation befweene God 


and men, wo ſhall finde that alone he 
hath wꝛought it, and therefvzeis the 
onely Pꝛieſt of God . None other can in 
ſuch conliderafion be called Pꝛieſtes. 
It is true in deede that Aaron And his 
ſonnes werecdſecrated e made pꝛieſts, 
and did erecute the miniſterie of the 
pꝛieſthod in the Temple: But vet as 
their ſacrifices did not, noz could not 
take away ſinne, being but ſhadowes 


and the reſemblance of the ſucr iſice of * 


Chꝛiſt, ſoalſothey were not ſacrifices 
in derde, but ſo called, ſoz that they were 
the patterne of that which is the true 
ſacrifice . The ſame is to be ſaide of the 
Pꝛieſtes, that they were no otherwiſe 
Pꝛieſtes, buf in figure, betauſe they 
did reſemble Chꝛiſt, who alone is a 


Pꝛieſt in trueth. Thoſe otherPzieftes |

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The chiefe of them might enter into 
the moſt holie place, and come befoze 
the Arke of the couenant and the mer⸗ 
tie ſeate, and there offer with bloud to 
make reconciliation. Thep bare the 
names of the tribes of Jſrael , and ſo 
pꝛeſented them befoze the Lozde. But 
pet all was buf a ſhadow, to direct the 
eyes of their faith vnto Chꝛiſt: foz thels 
Pꝛieſtes could not waſh away ſinne, 
they could not bꝛing men into beauen, 
and therefoze when he came, which is 
the Pꝛieſt in deede, and which doth ac⸗ 
compliſh that which was by them but 
reſembled : then all thoſe ſhadowes did 
ceale and giue place. Pe continueth a 
Pꝛieſt fo: euer. Me hath perfectly 
wꝛougbt the wozke of reconciliation, E 
b:ought me info fanour with God. Foz 
with the ſacrifice of his bodie he hath 
ranſomed them, and with his bloud he 
hath purged away their ſinnes with 
full ſatiſfaction , and his pꝛapers haue 
bene accepted. Me hath receiued ho⸗ 


nour & power to ſaue foz euer all thoſe 


lohome he doth ſanctiſte. Now the ques 
W 3 ſtion 
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ſtion is, whether any can be jopned 
with him in this office, and be partas 
kers with him in this high dignitie, as 
to offer vp ko God the ſame ſatrifice 
which he offered. Fo2 this is without 
all centfonerfie , that ſuch as dochal- 
lenge a copartnerſhip with him in ol⸗ 
fring the ſacrifice,and gift which he did 
offer, do alſo-challenge a fcllowſhip 
with him in the dignitie and gloꝛie of 
the Pꝛieſthod by which be did offer it. 
Foz was not the great gloꝛie of his 
Pꝛieſthod in this, that he offred him⸗ 
ſelſe in ſacrifice Vito his father? ſhall 
not thoſe then which do the ſame thing 
recciue the ſame honour & gloꝛie theres 
foze 2 Thus we l& that when as none 
could be found wo2thie in heauen and 
earth, but onely the Lambe, Reuelat. 5. 
vet euer ie greaſie ſhaueling will haue 
fellowoichip and glezie with him, euen in 
the higheſt part of his office. Lozdhow 
long wilt thou ſpare 2? loke downe and 


viſite the blaſphemie of the wicked 


deaſt, vpon him, and vpon the heard e 
route of his hoꝛned ſhauelings. They

A Treatiſe againſt the Rowiſs 
of the newe couenant , but ſuch as can 
ſhewe that God hath ginen them this 
honour ? Chzilt did not take this honoz 
to him ſelle, Hebr..5, but he that ſaid, 
Chou art m ſonne, this day haue 
begotten ther, gaue it him. The Lo2de 
ſware that he ſhould be a pʒieſt. L et the 
Papiſts ſhewe any calling. which they 
baue of God vnto this -glozie of the 
Paieſthod : Let them ſhewe any one 
place out of the new Teſtament. where 
Chꝛiſt did oꝛdeine Pꝛieſtes: Finally, 
let them ſhewe where euer Peter oz 
Paul, oz any Apoſtle oz miniſter ofthe 
Goſpel,baue called them ſelues pꝛieſts, 


oꝛ haue been ſa called by others, other⸗ 


wiſe than that which they giue vnto all 
the faithfull, that being waſhed e ſanc- 
tified in the bloud of Chzilk , they be 
made Kings and Pꝛieſtes vnto God.. 
Pet. 2. Reuel. i. & 5. which is in another 
ſenſe than this which they challenge. 
Po, the woꝛde of the Loꝛde is diredly 
againſt you, ye pꝛieſts of Baal. Foꝛ it 
ſpeaketh of one ꝛieſt which ſhould a⸗ 
riſe after the oꝛder of Melc hiſe dech, & 
not of pꝛieſts . It ſapeth, there is one 
medta-

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mediafour betweene God and man, 
1. Timoth.a. And therefoze alſo it follo⸗ 
weth, that there is but one Pꝛieſt. Be⸗ 
cauſe the Pꝛieſt of the new Teſtament 
is the mediatoꝛ of the ſame, is there 
any man ſo mad as to aſcribe this glo⸗ 
rie to the Pope and his pꝛieſtes, as to 
ſap they be mediatoꝛs of the newe Te⸗ 
ſtamẽ t: at not, then are they no pꝛieſts. 
Nowe, although this is ſufficient to 
p2one their pꝛieſthod fo be counter⸗ 
fait, that they can ſhewe no calling in 
the woꝛde, noz no mention that any 
one of the Apoſtles was a pꝛieſt, oꝛ that 
any man ſhould haue ſuch honour x pet 
to make the matter moze cnidenf, A 
will ewe by further reaſons, that 
their pzieſthodis ſuch , that it cannot 
fand with the pꝛieſthod of Chꝛiſt. We 
al knowe, that the Lo2d ſwoze that his 
ſonne ſhould ariſe vpa Pꝛieſt fo2 euer, 
after the oꝛder of Melchiſedech, Pſa. 110 

Then if it fall out, as it ſhalbe mani⸗ 

feſfly ſhewed, that the P2teſthod of 
the Papacte is directly confrary vnto 
that oꝛder of Melchiſedech : Jt muff 
nedes alſo followe that the ſame is not 
B 5 of 
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of God. The oꝛder of the pꝛieſthod of 
Mechiſedech is gathered out of that 
which Moſes ſaith of him, Geneſi 18. 14. 
the wozdes are theſe: And Melchiſe- 
dech King of Salem bꝛought fozth 
bꝛead 4 wine, which was alſo a pꝛieſt 
of the moſt high God. And he bleſſey 
him,ſaping , Bleſſed be Abram of the 
moſt high God, poſſeſſo2 of heauen and 
earth, and bleſſed be the moſt high 
God, which hath deliuered thine aduer⸗ 
ſaries into thine hand, and he gaue him 
tpthe of all. This man was greater 
than the Patriarche Abraham, as it is 

zoued by two reaſons, Hebr. 7. the one 

at Abraham paid him tithes: The o⸗ 
ther, that he bleſſed Abraham. Then 
Moſes wꝛiting of ſo great a man, not 
mentioning father no2 mother, noz 
kind2ed,begtnning,no2 end of his life: 


although he had a father and a mother, 


and kinred , and had both a beginning 
and an end: pet becauſe Moſes men⸗ 
tioneth not any of theſe, it is ſaid, that 
he was without father, without mo⸗ 
ther, without kinred, without begin⸗ 
ning of dapes, and without ende of life, 
as

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as though he were one that had ſuddf - 
lp come downe from heauen. When 
it is ſaide, that he was a Pꝛieſt of the 
molt high God, no mention made of a⸗ 
np annopnting, ot any miniſtring gar⸗ 
ments, of anp temple, altar, oz ſatri⸗ 
fice, noz pet of any that did ſucctede 
him , it is gathered that he doth cons 
tinue apꝛieſt foꝛ euer. And moꝛeouer. 
that in his Paicſthod all thinges are 
| ſpirifuall and full ofendles-power. By 


| this argument, the holy Ghoſt pzoneth 


Hebr. . ver. 16.17. 18. that᷑ the pꝛieſthod 


ok the Leuites was abꝛogate, and could 
| not ſtand with thePzieſt;od of Chʒiſt, 


' ſeeing it could giue no ſtrength noz furs 
' therance thereto : foz the one being 
' fpiritaall, and acto: ding to the power 
of the life that is not diſſolued, the o⸗ 
ther, as he ſpeaketh being after the 
law of the carnall tommaundement, 
they could not be topned ſo together as 
that the one might be a ſupply vnto the 
defect ofthe other. Foz although the 
law of the carnall commaundement, 


| which is ſo called, not in reſpect ofthe 


founder thereof, which was God, _- 
5 
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fo2 that the ſubſtãce of the things were 
bodily and carnal!) did p2ofit and bene⸗ 
fite men thus farre, that by outwarde 
carnall things, they had the reſtblance 
of things ſpirituall to ſtrengthen their 
faith, Vet when be was tome, in whom 
was all the ſpirituall and heavenly po⸗ 
wer of the Pꝛieſthod, thoſe carnal and 
earthly things were to ceaſe. As foz ex» 
ample: Aaron was annointed with ma 
teriall ople, he was clothed with the 
miniſtring garments , he entred info a 
fabernacle vpon earth which was built 
with hands, be had the bloud of calues 
and goates , andflaine beaſtes fo2 ſa- 
crifice, hee pzeſented the names of the 
tribes befoꝛe the mercie ſeat. All theſe 


and ſuch like are the carnall cdmande⸗ 


ment, theſe did not take away ſinne, 
noꝛ reſtoꝛe into fauour with God: But 


Chꝛiſt alone is the Pꝛieſt that wzought 


that. is annopnting was not with 
oyle, but with the holie Ghoſt: Me nes 
ded no holie garments, foz there was 
no ſpot of vncleannes in him to be co⸗ 
uered. He tame not with the blond of 
flaine beaſtes, but with his own

He entred not into p Tabernacle made 
with hands, to appeare fo2 vs, and to 
pꝛeſent vs befo2e the Arke: but he is 
entred into the verx heauens, euen vn⸗ 
to the thzone of God, to pzeſent vs 
there. Thus then it followeth that the: 
P2ieſthod of Aaron, being after ths 
law of the carnall commaundement, 
that is to ſape, the conſecration was: 
with things that were earthly and of a 
bodily ſubſtance, the ſacrifices alſo ot 
the ſame ſoꝛt, it could do nothing. But 
the Pꝛieſthod of Chziſf , wherein all 


things are heanenly and ſpirttuall, and 
ktull ot endleſſe power, hath fully and 
| perfectly accompliſhed the woꝛke of res 
| conciliation : If this ozdet then of 


Melchiſedech, wherin there is nothing 
carnall , did aboliſh the oer of the 


| Pziefthod of Aaron, wherein al things 


were carnall, becauſe the carnall. 


things cannot helpe at al to bꝛing men 


to heauen, and becauſe the oꝛder of the 
one Pꝛieſthd did fo differ from the o⸗ 
ther, as being of a quite contrarie nas 
ture: It muſt nedes followe that the 
Pꝛieſthad of the Papacie cannot pry 
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with the P2ieſthod of Chailt; becauſe 
it is alſo carnall , Foz was the ople 


vpon Aaron carnall , and is:not their 
annoynting e ſhautng carnalle Were 
all the miniſtring garments of Aaron 
carnall, and are not their veſtments, 
as the Cope, the Surpleſſe,the Amiſſe, 
and other ſuch holie and pꝛieſtly robes 
carnall Mas the Altar in the Tem⸗ 
ple carnall, and all the miniſtring veſ- 
ſels that did belong thereto, and are 
not the Altars of theſe car nall? Mere 
Aarons intenſe and oblations carnall: 
and are not the oblations oftheſe, and 
all their incenſe, and other things car⸗ 


nall 2 Thoſe fozmer could not ſtande 
with the Pꝛieſthod of the new Teſta⸗ 


ment, betcauſe thep were in ſubſtance 
tarnall: howe then ſhall theſe latter, 
which are as carnall as they? Tell vs, 
O ve Baalamites of the Nomiſh oꝛder, 
whereloꝛe pour oꝛder ſhould in any re⸗ 
fpect be tal ted the oꝛder of Meichiſe- 
dech, ſœing it is as contrarie vnto it 
2s was that of Aaron? The oꝛder of 
Melchiſedech is gathered out of the 
PN of Moſes tobe without any 
annopn⸗ 


j 
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annoynting with ople, without gar⸗ 
ments foꝛ the miniſtration, without 
Tabernacle, without Altar, withont 
ſacrifice ,, without any earthly thing. 
And why? becauſe his oꝛder is ſpiritu⸗ 
all and thereloꝛe all things thereto be⸗ 
longing muſt be ſpiritnall: it is eter⸗ 
nall and full ot endles pawer, and ther⸗ 
foze nothing which appertaineth ta the 
execution thereof muſt be.tranfifozic x 
weake , Fa ſhall anearthly temple, an 
Altar of ſtone, garments of filke, c2 ot: 
any co2raptible thing he fit to be ioy⸗ 
ned with that pꝛieſthod whieh is euer⸗ 
laſting? There is no doubt, but that: \ 
euerp thing foꝛ the execution of the of⸗ 
fice, muſt be agreeable vnto the nature 
ol the Pʒieſthod it ſelfe: and therefoꝛe 
as there is nothing; mentioned in Mele 
chiſedech that is carnall, ſo alſo ive ſas 
that our Loꝛde Jeſus Chaiſt , a Pꝛieſt 
after that oꝛder hath executed that 
function without anp ſuch thinges 
conſecrated thereunto. How ſhall the 
Papiſtes then which haue their pꝛieſt⸗ 
bod executed altogether in fuchthings 
as be tranſitozis, en. to be of that 
* oder 
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o2der with our ſauiour, wherein as the 
Nꝛieſthod is heauenly and eternall, ſo 
are all things thereto belonging. But 
peraduenture pe will ſay: Melchiſe- 
dech was a Pꝛieſt, and he offred ſa- 
triſites fo God as other Pꝛieſts at that 
time. Wherefo:eſhduld it then be ga⸗ 
thered that there was no tarnall thing 
in ſubſtance belonging to the execution 
of his function? e had an Altar, he 
had beaſtes to offer ,' and no doubt did 
offer . Jaunſwere that albeit Melchi- 
ſedech did exettte the Pꝛieſtes office, 
after the manner of orher P2teſts, vet 
that is nothing to the purpoſe. Foz the 
oꝛder of his P2ieſthod is gathered ont 
of that deſcription of Moles in which 
there is no mention of ſuch things. We 
are not fo doubt but that he had father 
and mother, that he was boꝛne as an 
other man; and alſo had an ende of his 
dapes: Nenertheleſſe, becauſe thoſe 
things are left out, be is bꝛought in as 
one which neuer had beginning, 4 that 
neuer had ende, but confinneth a pꝛieſt 
foz euer. In like ſozt, howſoener at a- 
ny time he executed the office of a 


pꝛieſt,

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pzteſf,as dthers did: vet betauſe there 
is no luch thing expꝛeſſed, x that pphich

Af this be a materiall point in that oꝛ⸗ 
der ol Pꝛieſthod which Chaiſt ſhoulde 
be after, as none vnleſſe his fozchead be 
of bꝛaſſe dare denie, that it ſhould be foz 
ener: Mhat a childichnes were it foz 
any man to thinke that the pꝛieſthod ot 
the Papatie is the ſame when it doth 
faile in that which is eſſentiall? Foz 
they die and tome to an ende. Are not 
'thoſotontrarie the one to the other, to 
[eontinue a Pꝛieſt fo euer as Melchiſe- 
doch in figure, and Chꝛiſt inideede; and 
to be Pꝛieſtes foꝛ certaine peares and 
then to ceaſe by reaſon of death 2 Are 
not then the Pꝛieſtes made at Rome

bod map be as god as the pꝛieſthod of 
Baal, and better it cannot be? Fo? if it 
be not of God, is it not then of the diuel 
Let all true Chaiſtians therefoze be⸗ 


hold with detcſfation this helliſh ſacrts 


lege ofthe Romiſh biſhop, who being a 
pꝛieſt alter the diuels oꝛder, vet ſayeth 
he is after the oꝛder of Melchiſedech. 
Moꝛeouer it is to be noted, which the 
holy Ghoſt ſapeth Hebr. . ver. 26. that 
ſuch an high Þ2tel it became vs to 
haue, as was holie, harmeleſſe, vnſpot⸗ 
fed, ſeparate from ſinners , and made 
higher than the heauons. This ſetfeth 
fe2th the puritie, and alſo the high dig- 
nifie, which of neceſſitie are required in 
that Pꝛieſt, that ſhal deale in our cauſe 
to bꝛing vs to God. Foꝛ if he were a 
ſinner himſelf, how ſhould he come vn⸗ 
to God? If he were ſpotted with any 
vncleannes, how ſhould he purchaſe fa⸗ 
C2 nour 
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gour foꝛ others? ſœing he ſhould him⸗ 


ſelf be out of fauour . It he were vnbo⸗ 
lie, how ſhould he ſanctifle and make ho⸗ 
lie thoſe whome he doeth pꝛeſent vnto 
God 2 In like ſoꝛt it is to be weighed, 
how great that man muſt be of neceſſi⸗ 
tie, that is to enter cue vnto the thzone 
of glozte, and there abide, as one able 
to ſaue all that come vnto God by him. 
Foꝛ thus he muff be made higher than 
the heauens, and aboue all creatures in 
the heauens . Foꝛ albeit the holy and 
bleſſed Angels be ſeparate from ſin- 
ners, and be alſo about the th2one of 
God, vet no one of them hath this glo- 
rie to be made higher than the heauens, 
none of them then can haue the honour 
ofthe Pꝛieſthod, to obtaine pardon of 
ſinnes foz the Church, that gloꝛzie and 
power being reſerued only to the ſonne 
who is farre aboue pꝛincipalities and 
powers. Such a Pꝛieſt as this muſk 
bꝛing vs that are baſe and ſinful wꝛet⸗ 
ches vnto God, in him we muſt be ſan⸗ 
amed, in him we mult obtaine fauour, 
in him we muſt be heard, that is ſo high 
in faudur, that no requeſt can be 1 

im. 
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him. In him wee muſt be ſaued who 
bath reteiued all power and authozitie 
both in heauen and earth, and lineth 
foꝛ euer. What fouler.beaſtlines then 
can there be than this, that ſinfull, vns 
holp, and baſe wo2me& of the earth, 
ſhoulde challenge vnto themſelues to 
be Pzteffes of the Rewe Teſtament? 
pea, that ſuch ſillie Alſes;, as are ſcarte 
fit tokepe ſwine, will yet haue that of» 
fice,that the glozte, honoz, and power 


of, is abdue the Angets, let all men 


iudge note of this concluſion . The 
Pꝛieſt of the New Teſtament is pures 
and holie, ſeparated from ſinners. made 
higher than the heauens . The Pope x 
all his b2oode are. finfull.whozemont 
gers, threues and murtherers, baſe and 
bile wꝛetthes of the earth, farre off frũ 
being higher than the heauens. Theres 
foze their pꝛieſthod is not the pꝛieſthod 
of the ewe Teſtament. There is al⸗ 
ſo another nofable difference bet weens 
the olde pꝛieſthod and the newe : that 
thoſe foꝛmer did miniſter in earth, in a 
Tabernacle made with handes, which 


had no enduring ſubſtance: This latter 
1 3 is 
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is enfred into the Sanctuat ie of hea⸗ 
uen, and there dath execute the Pꝛieſts 
office, hee doeth not any thing in an 
earthly ſarituaric; Fo2 whythis pꝛieſt⸗ 
had is heauenly and eternall, dis Ta- 
bernacle maſt be agræœable vnto the 
fame, And it is (aide that if he were on 
earth, be cduld not be a Pꝛieſt, while 
thoſe Pꝛieſtes did ſtande which were 
after the law, Hebr. S. 4. Foz although 
our Loꝛd were a Pꝛieſt in deede when 
be was ypon earth, and did offer the ſa⸗ 
crificc ot his bon, yet ve ſee tht re was 
no out ward thing that the Pꝛieſts vp⸗ 
pon earth da. Mis bodie was flaine bps 
pon earth, but was it carried inta the 
Womple, and iaine at the Altar? Mus 
tha bloud ſpꝛinkted beloꝛe the: Arke of 
the touenant: No, all things were heas 
nenlp and ipirituall in this ſacriſice. t 
we regard the ſubſtance of his bodie, it 
was the ſame that ours is. But pet all 
the vertue x efficatie of the ſame, when 
it was a ſlaine ſucriſice, was frõ aboue. 
And ſo though he were in earth, vet the 
whole fruite of his woꝛke was in hea⸗ 
nen. Foz he being both Cod „ 

as 
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was a Pꝛibſt cuen then in deauen, why 
he was Qaine vpon earth. The vertue 
andpo ber. of the ſacuifice-to purge a- 
wap inne, was not of che manhod, frs 
it ſelfe ꝛ but the mana had it from the 
Godhead, in that the manbod was ſo 
vnitod vnto p godhead, that they made 
one perſon; In this ſenſe he ſayth, Iohn 
G. ver. dg. It is the ſpirite that quicke⸗ 
nett, ide fleth pꝛofiteth nothing. Pow? 
ſoenerthe fleſh of Cbꝛiſt hath power in 
it tetgiue life, as in diede it in the bꝛead 
ol lie, and whoſoeuer: doeth eate ot it 
hall line foꝛ ener: vet it hath not this 
life of it ſelfe, but from the Godhead. 
Like wiſe the bloud is able ta purge a⸗ 
way ſinne, becauſe it is the blond of a 
man which is alſo God: Ffets:alſo ſaid; 
1. Cor. 15; The firſt. man as of the 
tarth earthly. The ſetonde man was 
the Lo2dfrd heauen heauealy. Mhere⸗ 
fe is he called a man from heauen 
beauenlye was it becauſe his ficſh was 
from heauenꝰẽcurſed be he wich ſo hol⸗ 
deth. Noz it was betauſe all the vertue: 
and 'efficacie which was in his man⸗ 
hod to rederme the wozlde, was from 
C 4 beanen 
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heauen . We ſes then that be being ſa⸗ 
crificed-in earth, the effitatie al / his 
Pꝛieſthad was in heauen d.: Lbere is 
nothing in his Pxiefſthod,no2 in the ex- 
ecution thereat᷑ which is earthly. But 
theſe pʒieſtes are altogether garth;and 
what can they do without eartheſt tem 


ple they muſt haue on earth, n. Altar 


of earth, manie other things of earth; 
which pzoaethat all their miniſterie t 
function is varthir. Then to conclude; 
the mediatvur ofthe New Toſtament 
ts not a Pꝛieſt bdponearth:, na efetu⸗ 
teth not the P2itltes office but᷑ in the 
heauenlp Tabernacle. The Romane 
arePzteſts vponcarth ,' they-minifter 
with — earthlyAabers 
wacles;and!vponAltares conderrate to 
thut purpoſe: vj. Who doth not ſe theres 
fo2e, that. they haue no affmmetre at all 
with Chziſta: *

there beene manie louſie Rings. Euer 
one which is a Pꝛieſt after the oꝛder of.

dianitieandbonour of the Pꝛieſthode, 
ſeing euerie ꝛieſt is a modiatour ot 
a Teſtament, and of the ewe Drſtaa 
ment there is but one, ſ&ing none 
tan haue that honour to be Pꝛieſt, but 
they which are called of God, and the 
Papiſtes can ſhewe no calling, noꝛ cds 
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ferrating of poꝛieſtes n the 
ſtament. Seeing in the vier oH Mel 
chiſedechʒ all things are ſpirituall and

Seeing allo the Pꝛieſt of the New We⸗ 
tament mult be perfectlp holie iꝶ pute, 
without ſpot of nne. and hither than 
the heanens , the Popilh Maieſtes are 
abominable ſinners: Chꝛiſt is aqoʒiłit 
in heauen; they vpon earth: Me ig both 
a Ring and Pꝛzieſt, fir hn is not 
A king: It doth followe, that their 924 


der of Pzieſthod is not ot God:but ther 


be the idolatrous pꝛieſtes of Antichꝛiſt. 
Whey can not by their miniſteri und 


PÞPzteſthod bzing men vntochud, but

vet to lay open their trecherie further, 
we will pꝛoue that they haue abuſed

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hereof : fo2 it is manifeſtly and fully 
to be p2oned by that which the holie 
Ghoſt hath ſet downe as concerning 
the ſacrifice of the Rewe Teſtament in 
the Epiſtle top Hebrewes. Thoſe rea⸗ 
ſons which are there bꝛought to pꝛoue 
that the ſacr iſices of the lawe could doe 
nothing, und therefoꝛe were to be abo⸗ 
liſhed, will alſo ſerue to thzow down 
the abominable idol of the Papiſts. o 
if the weaknes of thoſe fo mer ſacrif@ 
tes were gathered by their nature und 
oꝛder which was vſed in thom, then 
hall the ſacriſice of the Maſſe., if it bes 
founde fo differ as farre and further 
from that of Chꝛiſtes, than thoſe,' be 
found not to be the ſacrifice ofthe New 


Teſtament. | 
In the Epiſtle fo the Hebrewes, 
Chap;g.ver:r; it is ſaide, that the foz- | 


mer coaenatit had alſo oꝛdinances of 
religion, and a wozldly ſanctuarie, and 
therehedoth repeat particularly ſuns 


dꝛie things, as the candleffick , the ta⸗ 


ble, the ſhew bꝛead, the golden cenſure, 
the Arke of the Teſtament, the golden 
pot with Panna, Aarons rod that hay 
budded 
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budded,, and the fables of the Teſta⸗ 
ment. In this wozldly Sanctuarie; 
with theſe fozeſaide o2dinances of the 
ſame nature, did the pꝛieſtes ofthe law 
; exerciſe their office: and this is one ar⸗ 
gument to pꝛooue that their Pꝛieſthod 
was weake and coulde not bzing men 
vnto God, Foz the habitation of God 
is in the heauens, there is his thꝛone of 
gloꝛie, and moſt high maieſtie: thither 
mult thoſe be bꝛought which ſhal come 
vnto him: whereupon it followeth that 
the Pꝛieſt that ſhall bzing men vnto 
God, muſt be a miniſter of the Taber⸗ 
nacle of Beauen . Foz the entring inta 
the hole place made with handes, t the 
miniſtring in the ſame with oꝛdinan⸗ 
ces of the like nature, that is to ſape 
earthly t tranſitoꝛ ie, can by no meanes 
bꝛing men eternallp vnto God: Foz 
how (hall earthly things compaſſe hea⸗ 
uenlp, oz things which vaniſh and des 
cap, bꝛing that to paſſe which ſhall laſt 
foz euer? Thoſe P2 teſtes therefoze, 
whoſe pꝛieſthod was tranſitozte , foz 
their pꝛieſthod mult needes be of the 
ſame nature and condition that their 
2 
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temple and o2dinances were, and can 


ſcand no longer than they, were foz to 
ceaſe, when the time was come vnfo 
Which they were p2efixed , Unto theſe 
is Chꝛ itt oppoſed in the ſame Chapter, 
ver.24 . where he ſayeth that Chꝛiſt is 
not entred into the holie places made 
with handes , which are ſimilitudes of 


the true ſanctuarie , but is entred info 


heauen it ſelfe fo appeare in the ſight of 
God fo2 vs. Foz as the ſacrifice which 
he offred was heauenly and of eternall 
power, ſo alſo is his Tabernacle , and 
likewiſe his P2teſfhwd. Foz thoſe the 
muſk euer be ioyned together. Then if 
the Pꝛieſthod of Aaron, and his ſacri- 
fices could do nothing, but were fo ceaſe 
becauſe their Tabernacle and oꝛdinan⸗ 
tes were woꝛldly: how much leſſe ſhall 
the greaſie Popiſh pꝛieſtes be able to 
offer any ſacrifice to appeaſe Gods 
wzath, ſœing the ſacrifice which muſt 
do that, is heauenly and ſpiritual, and 
cannot be offred in a wozlbly ſanttua⸗ 
rie, noꝛ with ſuch oꝛdinantes as be ot 
earthie nature? Foꝛ it is moſt manifeſt 
that all the trinkets and trach of Be 
pi 
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piſh Palkemongers, wherewithal they 


do iuggle © play with their Mammets 
are earthlp and tranſitozie: ſo is alſo 


their Temple and Altars, and conſe⸗ 


quently their pꝛieſthod. And further 
alſo it is certaine that the Pꝛieſthod of 
Aaron might rather be called heauenly 
than theirs, becauſe it was the paterne 
ol the beauenly, and he was called vn⸗ 


to that honour of God, but they can 


ſhewe notalling thereto at all. Mho 
then is ſo blind but may ſe, that ſeing 
the ſacriſice pꝛopitiatoꝛie cannot be of- 
kred by an eartbly Pꝛieſt; noꝛ with 
earthly oꝛdinances, that the white caks 
which the vncleane ſhaueling the Baa+ 
lamite doth holde vp auer his head, is 
not the ſonne of God, but a dead Idole 
If the blinde idolatous Papiſtes will 
pbiect; that the efficatie of their ſacri⸗ 


fice and pꝛieſthod is heauenly, although 


it be exetuted on earth, they are to be 
aunſwered that if the efficacie-of their 
p2teſtþhodbe heauenly, then is if eters 


nall, hut they are moꝛtal and do not res 


maine Pꝛieſtes woꝛlde without ende. 
i ga the power of the (acrifice des 
pens 
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pendeth vpd the power ofthe Pzieſf, x 
fo their ſacrifice is not eternall. This 
thing ſhalbe pet moze manifeſt by a 
further compariſon which is made be⸗ 
tweene the ſacrifice of Chꝛiſt, and thoſe 
of the lawe in the ſame Chapter, verſe 
13.E 14. Where it is ſhewed, that if the 
bloud of calues and of goates, and the 
alhes of a red Heffer ſpꝛinkling thoſe 
that were defiled, did (anctifle as tou- 
thing the carnall purging: then howe 
much moꝛe ſhall the bloud of Chailk, 
Which byhts efernall ſpirite, offred him 


felfe to Gd without ſpot, purge pour 


tonſcience from dead wozkes foſerue 
the liuing God This compariſon 1s 
bought in to pꝛooue that Chꝛ iſt by ens 
fring once into the holie places, by his 
owne bloud, hath founde eternall re⸗ 


demption: fo2 that being the ſumme ok 


the two verſes going nert befoze, is 


pꝛoued by this. It was graunted with⸗ 


out tontrouerſie, that by reaſon of gods 
dꝛdinance, pᷣbloud of thoſe pe beaſts, 
and the water made with the aſhes of 
the Heffer, being but a dead thing, had 


pdwer in ſame manner to purge, as 


namely 
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! namely that which he calleth the car⸗ 


nal purging, Fo2 if a man were pollu⸗ 
ted with any outwarde pollution, and 
therefoze might not come vnto thoſe 
holie thinges which were the carnall 
commandements,being but ſhadowes 
and ceremonies; yet if he were ſpꝛin⸗ 
kled with thoſe , although he were not 
purged within fro ſinne, be was coun- 
ted cleane: then how much moze ſhall 
the bloud of the ſonne of God , which 
hath the power of liſe in it, becauſe it is 
the bloud of him that was not onely a 


man ſo holie that he was without ſpot, 


but alſo God 2 Foz herein lpeth the 
ſtrength of the argument which the ho⸗ 
lie ghoſt vſeth to pꝛwue that Chꝛiſt at 
once by his bloud hath purged the con⸗ 
ſcience from ſinne foz tuer, that this 


ſacrifice was offred by his eternall ſpi⸗ 


rit, which is his godhead :: Foꝛ p godhed 


hauing eternall power of life, the fleſh 


and bload of the manhod topned ſo with 
the godheadthat they mave one perſon, 
had alſo the ſame power, ſo that al⸗ 
though the bloud of Chꝛiſt of it ſelfhad 
not power at once to purge eter 9 
re 
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had that foꝛce. Hereupon it followeth 
that the power of that purgingby his 
bloud being eternall, and that one pur 
gation being perfect, the redemption 
which he hath found is eternall. Here⸗ 
upon we map ſtrongly coclude againſt 
the Papiſtes, & that with a double con⸗ 
cluſion: Firſt, that ſeeing no ſacrifice 
hath the vertue to purge away ſinne, 
put becauſe if is offered by the eternall 
ſpirite, And ſecondly, that his purging 
once made, being that which is made 
by the efernall Godhead, 1s perfect foz 
euer: Bp the firſt it is manifeſt that 


pet becauſe it was the bloud of God, it

an. Wee may iopne hereunto Þ which 
ts vſed fo pꝛoue that the ſacrifices of 
the Leuiticall Pꝛzieſtes did not purge 
finne: namely, that they were ſo often 
offered Foz thereby the holie ghoſt 
doth teach that they were not able fo 
ſanctiſie thecommers thereto, Heb.1o. 
1. Foz then, as he ſapeth, they ſhoulde 


haue teaſed, becauſe there ſhould haue 
| beene nomoze conſcience of ſinne in the 
| wozſhippers, being once purged. The 
' reaſonis manifeſt , dzawen from the 
| effect of the medicine: foꝛ if it haue ta⸗ 
ken awap the diſeaſe, and perfected the 


cure, then is it vaine to adde it any 
moꝛe. If it be ſtill continuallp, « from 
time to time applyed to the ſoꝛe as ſtill 
remaining, then it map be laid truelp, 
that the ſame medicine doeth not heale. 
WMherekoꝛe he addeth this pꝛoofe, that 
not withſtanding the ſacrifices were of- 
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fred, yet there remained the mention of 
ſinnes perelp, when thep kept that ſo⸗ 
lemne day of expiation. This diſeaſe of 
ſinne ſtill remaining as the continuall 
mention t remembꝛance thereofdocth 
ſhewe : it followeth, that thoſe ſacriffs 
ces did not noꝛ could not purge it a⸗ 
way. Unto theſc 1s oppoſed the ſacri⸗ 
fice of Chꝛiſt, which becauſe it hath per⸗ 
fectly purged ſinne foz euer, ſo that᷑ 
there remaineth no moze confcience 
thereof in thoſe that are ſanctiſied: if 
is done but once, and neuer to be re⸗ 
peated 02 don again. The other which 
were Pꝛieſtes in the lawe ſtoode daily 
miniſtring, and offen offring the ſame 
ſacriſices „ which coulde neuer take as 
way ſinne. But this man hauing offe⸗ 
red. one ſacrifice fo2 ſinne, ſitteth fog e⸗ 
uer at the right hand of God,fro hente⸗ 
fozth waiting vntill his enimies be 
made his foot ſtoole, Heb. 10. verſ. 11. 12. 
The foꝛmer did ſtand daily miniſtring 
as thoſe which had not, noz coulde not 
atcompliſh the wozk of reconciliation, 
although they offred neuer ſo. offen: 


7 he haning once offered, ceaſeth -} 
from 
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from offring, and is ſet downe in the 
higheſt thꝛone of maieſtie and gloꝛie, 
becauſe as it is there ſaide , he hath 


with one oblatid made perfect fo euer 
thoſe which are ſanctified. Ik his ſacri⸗ 
fice did aboliſh ſinne but foꝛ a tune , as 
fo: a pere, oꝛ certaine peres, then ſhould 
he either bꝛing nothing fo paſſe, oz elle 
returne often and ſundꝛie times from 
his glozte to offer againe. This is alſo 
confirmed in the ſame Chapter, ver. 18. 
by a concluſion which is dꝛawen out of 
the foꝛme of wozdes which the Lo2de 
| vſeth in the pzomiſe which he maketh 
bol the Rewe Teſtament: as namely, 
that he will remember their ſinnes and 
their iniquities no moze, He reaſoneth 
in this manner, where God remem⸗ 
bꝛeth not ſinne , there he hath giuen 
pardon and remiſſion , foꝛ that he col- 
lecteth, and where there is pardon, 
ther is no moꝛe ſacrifice fo2 ſinne. Now 
therefoꝛe when we ſc& this to be moſt 
manifeſt by the plaine doctrine of Gods 
woꝛde, let vs conſider the abominable 
wickednes of the Papiſtes which by 
their ſacrifice ouerturne all this. Foz 
D 3 whereas 
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whereas there is remiſſion of ſinnes 
alreadie purrhaſed, what place can ther 
be foz their ſacrifice pꝛopitiatozie? 
whcreas that ſacrifice is vnperfec, and 
cannot take away ſinne which is often 
offred, how ts theirs the perfect ſacri⸗ 
fice of Chꝛiſtes bodie, which is conti⸗ 
nuallp done againe and againe? What 
do they leſſe therefoze when they teach, 


that in the Malle they offer Chꝛiſt to 


his father, to be a ſacrifice to take away 
ſinne: than affirme that the pꝛomiſe ol 
the New Teſtament hath failed, that 
ſinne is vet remembꝛed, no remiſſion 
as vet obtained 2 And further, when 
they will needes haue him offred ſo of 
ten, is it not as much as fo denye the 
effect and power ofthe blond of Chꝛiſt: 
Js if not quite confrarie to this, that 
with one oblation he hath made perfect 
fo2 ener thoſe that are ſanctified? But 
here they take exception and ſay that 
they do nof offer any new ſacrifice buf 
the ſame : And moꝛeouer that their ob⸗ 
lation is but an application of the fruit 
of that which Chꝛiſt offered, and that 
becauſe we (& & feele in our ſelues _

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we are ſtill guiltie: all which is but a 
blinde cauill. Foz what thongh they 
ſay they offer the ſame,did not p pꝛieſts 
the ſonnes of Aaron perelp offer ſtill the 
ſame? doth not the power of the reaſon 
ffand in this, to pꝛoue that they were 
not anatlable, becauſe then they ſhould 
haue ceaſed 2 Can they denie but that 
they offer often ? Further,he doeth nof 
place the perfect wozke in the ſacrifice 
of Chꝛiſt, becauſe it was but one, but 
becauſe if was but once offred + fo2 he 
ſaifh not with one ſacrifice , but with 
one offring hath he made perfect foz 
euer thoſe which are ſanctified . This 
doth cut the thꝛote of their offe offring, 
when his one offring had made perfect 


fioꝛ euer: foꝛ it leaueth nothing behind 
| fo2ſuchcaittues as they be. And fur⸗ 


ther where they pꝛetende this neceſſifie 
becauſe we haue fill guiltie conſcien⸗ 
tes, therein they are moꝛe than beaſts: 
fo2 the guiltineſſe of our conſcientes is 
not fo2 this, that there needcth any ſa⸗ 
crifice to be offered fo ſafiſfie and purge 


| finne: but th2ough the remnants ofin- 
iguitie which remaine in vs becauſe of 
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hold of that perfect one which hath als 


readie ſatilfied, If that act of theirs bee 


pꝛopitiatozie, then is not ſinne fully diſ 
charged by the other. Thus blaſphe⸗ 
mous they are not onelp in this their 
Ood of dough, but alſo in all other their 
ſatiſfactions fo; ſinne, and in their dos 
arine of Purgatozie. Fo2 if there re⸗ 
maine any latiſfaction o2 purgation to 
be made, then is it not true that he 
hath made perfect foꝛ euer, neither 
was his death then of full and ſuffici⸗ 
ent pꝛice. True it is, that although we 
are by his one oblation fullp and per⸗ 
fectly diſcharged foz euer befo2e God, 
from the guiltines of our ſinnes: yet 
gwe are not in the full poſſeſſion of this 
venefite, no2 (hall not be vntill the laſt 
day, foꝛ then ſhall his enimies be made 
his foteſtole. The diucll, ſinne & death 
are theſe enimies which he hath ouer⸗ 
come, that thep cannot raigne ouer vs: 
but yet wee muſt in the meane time 
wꝛeſtle with them, not therefoze eller 
ming 


the weaknes and imperfection of our 
faith, foz in theſe we are not to loke to 
any ſatiſfaction pet behind, but to take 
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ming the power of Chꝛiſts death to be 
the leſſe , becauſe they be not alreadie 
vtterly aboliſhed , as the wicked vnbe⸗ 
leuing Papiſtes do, and therefoze ſet 
vp traſhe of their own to deſtroy ſinne, 
but waiting foz that appointed time, 
when the full power of his death ſhall 
appeare: in the meane time ſtaping by 
faith , & reſting our ſelues on that one 
ſacrifice once offred. To conclude then, 
bath not the mightie ſpirite of God po⸗ 
wer fo apply vnto vs the vertue of that 
bloud:but ſuch ſillie vermin as the Po⸗ 
pilh pꝛieſts muſt help? The holy ghoſt 
calling vpon vs, and teaching vs to ap⸗ 
plie theſe benefites, willeth vs to dꝛaw 
neere with a true heart, with full aſſu⸗ 
rance of faith, Hebr.10,ver.22, we come 
vnto him with the heart, after a ſpiri⸗ 
tuall manner, becauſe all thinges i 
him are ſpir itual, we are bid to appꝛoch 
to lap hold of him by faith, foꝛ wee can 
not either with the hande oꝛ with the 
mouth. And ſeeing there is not ſo much 
as one ſentence in all the boke of God, 
which ſpeaketh of any application of 


his death any other way, it muſt needes 
D 5 be 
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be concluded againe that they may bee 
as god pꝛieſtes as the pꝛieſtes of Baal 
and no better, and that when they hold 
vp their idol, Chziſt is not bet weene 
their fingers. Let bs go fozward. Jt 
ſhal pet be moꝛe manifeſt by the woꝛds 
of the holie Ghoſt, that this ſacrifice ß 
the Paſſe is ſo farre from being the ſa⸗- 
erifice of the ewe Teſtament, that if 
doth flatly go againſt it. Foz he ſaith as 
concerning Chꝛiſt, tbat he did not offer 
himſelfe often, as the high Pzieſt went 
perelp into the holie place with other 
bloud, Hebr. 9. ver. 25. and then in the 
next verſe he giueth a reaſon, namely; 


that then he ſhould haue ſuffred often 


fince the beginning ol the woꝛld. This 
ſentence is verie mightie againſt the 
Papiſtes, becauſe it dꝛiueth them from 
ei their ſhiffes , and leaueth them na⸗ 
d and deſtitute: but the foꝛce of it wil 

not appeare vnleſſe we loke vpo what 
pꝛinciples it is grounded, to pꝛoue that 
it Chꝛiſt ſhould haue offered himſelfe 
often, then muff he alſo haue ſuffered 
death often ſince the beginning of the 
wozld, Among the which this * 
elke 
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ſelle as the firſt to be conſidered, that all 


the holie fathers, the Patriarches and 
Pꝛophets from the beginning, coulde 
haue no entrance vnto God but by re⸗ 


| miſſton ot ſinnes, and that whereas os 


therwiſe they had the doze ſhut againſt 


them, by this they were reſtozed info 


fauour, and received, Foz it cannot be 
denyed, but that by nature they were 
ſinners as we be: and that God cannot 
receive ſinners. Being therefoze ont of 
controuerſie that they obfeined life , it 


| mult nedes followe that they had pars 


don: foz if either there had beene no ſin, 


dn no pardon to be graunted, what ne⸗ 
| ceſſitie could there be of a ſacriſice? The 


ſeconde pꝛinciple without which the 


reaſon of the Apoſtle cannot ſtande is 
this, that there tan be no remiſſion but 
onelp by the ſacrifice of Chꝛiſt:foꝛ if a⸗ 


ny other ſacrifice, oꝛ any other way oz 
meane might obtaine it then were ther 
not a neceſſitie, why he ſhoulde often 
ſuffer. Foz although ther were a neceſs 
ſitie of remiſſion of ſinnes , vnleſſe all 


ſhould be damned, pet he might be ſet 
fre from the ſame necellitie of offring 


him⸗ 
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himſelfe.ſceing there were other wapes 


to obtaine it, but the holte Ghoſt ſtan⸗ 
deth vppon this as a matter not to bes 
doubted of, that neither there is, no2 
neuer hath beene anp thing able to de⸗ 
fkroy ſinne, oz to take away the guilti⸗ 
nes of it by making ſatiſfaction , but 
onelp the ſacriſice of the ſonne of God. 
Foz howſoeuer the idolatrous Infidels 
do aſcribe bato many things the power 
of purging, and ſafiſfying ſoꝛ ſinne:pet 
the holie woꝛd of God, and thoſe which 
belcue it do giue that gloꝛie only vnto 
Chꝛiſt, and euen as his great glozie, 
wherein he hath no fellow. The third 
thing without which, an exception 
might be iuſtly taken againſt the foꝛe⸗ 
ſaid reaſon is this, that there could be 
no oblation of Ch iſt, but he muſt ſuf- 
fer death: foz when he ſapeth he ſhould 
not offer him ſelfe often. he addeth this 
cauſe, that then he ſhould haue ſuffred 
often. It were an caſte matter, if the 
offring of Chꝛiſt were any thing auai⸗ 
lable without ſuffring death, to ſay 
there were no neceſſitie wherefoze hee 
would ſuffer often „ ſeceing he might bee 
offred, 
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offred;' and not be ſlaine. But this is 
ſtrengthened by that which goeth be⸗ 
foze in the ſame Chapter, where hee 
bath ſhe wed that the teſtament is cons 
firmed when men are dead, becauſe ik 
is of no fozcc. while the teſtato2 liueth, 
and ſo he is the mediatoꝛ of the News 
Teſtament, but pet thꝛough death. 
Wherefoꝛe alſo the fozmer teſtament, 
in which there were but the ſhadowes 
and paterne of heauenly thinges, was 
ratified by death, as it is pꝛooued by 
this, that it was not dedicated with⸗ 
out bloud. Foz when Moſes had read 
the la we vnto the people, he focke the 
blond of calues and Goates, with was 
ter and purple Moll and Hyſſop, he 
ſpꝛinkled both the bake and the people, 
ſaying, this is the blould of the Teſta⸗ 


ment which god hath commaunded vn⸗ 


to you , Likewiſe alſo he ſpꝛinkled the 
Tabernacle and all the miniſtring vel⸗- 
ſels with bloud, and almoſt all things, 
ſapeth he, by the law are purged with 
bloud, and without ſhedding of blond, 
there is no remiſſion. Mere is then a 
manifeſt reaſon wherfoze Chziſt __ 
no 
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not be offred often, but he maſf then 
alſo dye often: euen becauſe. the teſta⸗ 
ment is of no fozce without the death 
of the teſtatoz , Here is further ſhewed 
wherefoze it cannot be auailable with⸗ 
out death, that is to ſap, there is no re⸗ 
miſſion of ſinnes without ſhedding of 
bloud. Chꝛiſt therefoꝛe could not be of- 
fred ofte , vnleſſe it ſhould be to no pur⸗ 
poſe, which is moſt abſurde, but his 
blond muſt be often ſhed. Then if the 
piſtes will vpholde and maintaine 
hat their ſacrifice is auailable to 
purge away ſinne , and that it is a ſa⸗ 
crifice p2opitiato21e fo2 the quicke ⁊᷑ the 
dead, as they doe impudently affirme: 
Let them alſo confeſſe that they mur⸗ 
ther againe the ſonne of God, and ſo 
bead his bloud. Foz if they will ſtande 
fo this, that theirs is an vnbloudie ſa⸗ 
crifice , and though they offer him, yet 
they do not flay him, and pet withall 
do challenge the power therby to purge 
ſinne: let them knowe that they goe di⸗ 
rectly againſt the ſpirite of God which 
ſapeth there is no remiſſion without 
WO of bloud. Jn this mo 
ey 
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they are after an hoꝛrible manner blaſ⸗ 
phemous, that they will onerthzows 
the reaſon and argument of the holie 
ghoſt. Foꝛ if by any means there might 
be a ſacrifice to take away ſinne with⸗ 
out the ſhedding of bloud , then might 
Chꝛiſt haue been often offred and haue 
dyed but once. If the fathers had the 
fruite and benefite of that one oblati⸗ 
on, as namelpꝑ their ſinnes wathed a⸗ 
way with that bloud once ſhed, & that 
without any offring of ſuch vnbloudie 
ſacrifice to apply the ſame : why ſhould 
not wee likewiſe by faith obtaine the 
ſame,vnleſſe ſome ſhaueling offer him 
daily? Pe blinde Jdolaters, didy blond 
of Chꝛiſt purge away ſinne befoze his 
comming, onely thzongh faith, and ſhal 
it not now? Mas there a moze perfect 
power in it fo aboliſh ſinne , in the ſa⸗ 
thers which were long time befoze his 
comming, than there is after it hath 
beene ſhed in deede 2 Foz if it be ſo that 
the fathers had their ſinnes waſhed az 
way with Chꝛiſtes blond , and yet no 
offring of him to apply the ſame, buf 
appꝛehended thzough faith, ſhall it not 
deſtroy 
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deſtrop the vertue thcrof,o2 at the leaſt᷑ 
diminiſh it, when they teach that wee 
tannot be partakers of him, vnleſſe he 
be ſtill offred ? Js that which the holy 
Ghoſt ſpeaketh, that he hath beene once 
made manifeſt in the ende ofthe woꝛld, 
to aboliſh ſinne, by the offt ing himlelfe 
to be referred onely to the fathers be⸗ 
foꝛe his comming? Doth not the reaſon 
following extend it vnto vs as wel, vea 
euen vnto the whole Church, vntill his 
comming againe at the wozldes ende? 
foꝛ he compareth it in this maner that 
as it is appointed vnto mẽ to dye once, 
and after commeth iudgement: ſo 
Ohꝛiſt alſo being once offred to take as 
way the ſinnes of manie';, vnto thoſe 


that loke foz him ſhall appeare the ſe⸗ 


cond time without ſinne, vnto ſaluati⸗ 
on. It is the oꝛdinance of God that whe 
a man hath runne his race and finiſhed 
his courſe, he ſhall not be permitted to 
turne backe aguine to do that which he 
left vndone, oꝛ to make ſtraight that 
which is crooked, but muſt holde him 
vnto iudgemẽt foꝛ things paſt, becauſe 
that onely remaineth, In like ſoꝛt he 
ſetteth 
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ſetteth the perfection of the one oblati- 
on of Chꝛiſt, who being once offered to 


take away the ſinnes of manie, it is ſo 
perfectly done, that when he ſhall ap⸗ 


peare againe the ſeconde time fo gine 


the eternall ſaluation , there ſhalbe no 
ſinne to be purged, oz foz which he is to, 


make further ſatiſfaction. Foz when it 


is ſaide, that he ſhall appeare without 


ſinne the ſecond time, it is not meant 
or his owne perſon, but of thoſe whome 
be bath redeemed from their ſinnes: 
which is moſt cleere and manifeſt in 
this, that the minde of the holie Ghoſt, 
is to ſhewe a difference betwerne his 
firſf and ſeconde appearance, euen in 


that point. Which if it ſhould be vnder- 


ffode of his owne perſon ſhonld make 


nao difference, becauſe he was without 
inne at his firſt appearing , althongh 
be foke vpon him, and bare in his bodie 


the ſinnes of his people: But at his ſe⸗ 
conde appearance becauſe he hath vt- 
terly deſtroyed ſinne fo2 ener,there ſhal 
be none to be boznie of him, and theres 
foe none fo2 which he hall againe of- 
fer ſacrifice, The b E that "ne 
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be impudẽt, might be aſhamed to patch 
in tbeir trumperie, to giue power vnto 
the death of Chꝛiſt, when they ſer here 
the perfection of if ſo ſet foꝛth, that it 
bath ſo at once foz euer deſtroped ſinne, 
that there needeth no moze ſacriffce to 
be offred. Foz will they make the power 
of it lelle ſince his coming than it was 
befoze: We may then conclude, ſ&ing 
the ſacrifice of the Newe Teſtament, 
th at ſhould haue aſpirituall,heanenly, 
and endleſle power could not be offred 
in a wozldly ſanctuarie, with wozldly 
oꝛdinances: the ſanctuarie and all the 

2dinances of the Popiſh ſeruice and 
Pꝛieſthod are ſuch, as are earthly, and 
ſ®ing the ſame ſacrifice coulde not be 
offred to be auailable, vnleſſe it were 
offred by the eternall godhead, the Po⸗ 
piſh Pꝛieſtes are men and not God ; x 
being the bloud of a man which is alſo 
Gad, that purgeth away ſinne, it hath 
an cternall power to purge : and ſo vn⸗ 
leſſe the Papiſtes will haue a newe re⸗ 
demption, there is no place foz their 

2opitiatozie ſacrifice , And ſ&ing the 
lacrifice that is perfect is but mw of 
red: 


Priefthood and ſacrifice. Fi 
fred: that which is often otfred doeth 
not take away ſinne. And becauſe the 
ſacrifice of Chꝛiſt once offced hath foz 
euer perfectly aboliſhed ſinne, the pꝛo⸗ 
mile of the Newe Teſtament is that 
God will no moze remember it: and 
thereſoꝛe no moꝛe ſacrifice to be requi- 
red. The Papiſtes contrarie to that 
pꝛomiſe make ſatiſfactions ſtill and ſa⸗ 
crifices fo2 ſinne. Their ſacrifice is of- 
fredoffen, Chꝛiſt coulde be offred buf 
once,becauſe he could dy but once, The 
ſacrifice ts not auailable without death 
becauſe there 1s no remiſſion of ſinnes, 
without ſhedding of bloud . The Pa- 
piſtes do not ſape they lay Chzilt,they 
ſay theirs is an vnblodie ſacrifice:there 
ts no remiſſion of ſinnes without ſheds 
ding of bloud. The ſacrifice of Noperie 
is not the ſacrifice of the Newe Teſta- 
ment, neither can it be pꝛopitiatozie, 
as they bꝛagge . foꝛ the quick e the dead. 
Nay it is as abominable befoze God, 
as if a man ſhould offer a dogge in ſa⸗ 
crifice. Then conſidertng what iniury 
theſe Pꝛieſts after the ozder of Rome, 
bane done vnto the 9 of God, firlf 
2 an 
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in challenging that office and dignitie, 
which belongeth onely vnto him: and 
ſecondly in ouerthzowing the perfecti⸗ 
on of the vertue and efficatie of his ſa⸗ 
crifice, Let as many of vs, as minde to 
cleaue vnto Chziſt, to take part with 
him, and to fight vnder bis bonner, & 
ſo attaine the reward of eternal alozy, 
remone our ſclues vbtterly from the 
campe and ſocietie of ſuch aduerſaries: 
and armed with the ſpirituall armour 
of God, let vs ſounde the trumpet, and 
bid deftance againſt them, and againſt 
the diuel, and Antichꝛiſt their chiefe cas 
pitaines, fo2 this is moſt certaine, that 
wee ſhall neuer be reputed as friendes 
vnto Chꝛiſt, vnleſſe wee be at enmitp 
with his enimies, t fight againſt them. 
Manie do ſuppoſe that they may hold 
friendſhip and familiaritie with them, 
and eſfeeme of them as Chꝛiſtians, and 

match their ſonnes with their daugh⸗ 
ters. although they beare y ſame pꝛint, 
and be of the ſame ſtamp with their pa⸗ 
rents: onely becauſe they doe pꝛokeſſe 
the name of Chꝛiſt, and carrie a zeale 
bnfo him. But this dooth bew2ay 4 
mo 
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moſt hozrible blindnes, groſſe darke⸗ 
neſſe in them, which tannot ſe, that to 
confelſe the name of Chꝛiſt is not anie 
thing at all auailable, ſeeing they doe 
vnder that pꝛetente rob and ſpoyle him 
ol his glozie, & tread downe his trueth, 
and deffroy his lawes. The Apoſtle 
ſapeth, Rom.io. that the Jewes had the 
zeale of God, but vet he ſapeth it was 
not accoꝛding to knowledge, and there- 
foze that being not a ſpirituall, but a 
carnall3eale, could nothing at al cleere 
them, but that they were ſtill thoſe 
which as vtter enimies of god did fight 
againſt him. In like ſozt although it be 


graunted that the Papiſtes haue a de- 


notion towards Chꝛiſt, vet what doth 
it helpe them, ſeeing it is a tarnall and 
blind denotion? our ſanionr Chailt che⸗ 
weth Mar,23. that the Scribes 1 Pha- 
raſ&s did build the tombes of the 205 
phets and garnith the ſepulchꝛes of the 
righteous; and ſaide, that if they had 
bene in the dayes ol their fathers, they 
would not haue bene partakers with 
them in the bloud of the Pꝛophets: but 


pet foz all this their foꝛwardneſſe and 
TE E 3 god 
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ged will to honour the Pꝛophots; and 


to diſalowe of their fathers in killing 
them he thꝛeateneth them, that all the 
righteous blaud ſhead vppon the earth, 
ſhould come vpon them, and why ? be⸗ 
tauſe he wauld ſend P;ophets , & wiſe 


men and Scribes vnto them: and of 
them thep [houlde kill and crucifie ; and 
ol them they ſhould ſcourge intheir ſy⸗ 


nagogs, and porſecute from citie to ci⸗ 
fie, They were then guiltie, and had 
their part in the blond ol the fozmer 


Prophets, becauſe they. .murthered 
thoſe of their time. Euen lo is this wic- 
Red and bloudie generation of the Pa⸗ 
piſtes, : they haue ſuch a. zeale to the 
Saints of Gor that were of olde, that 
they-woul honoyr them with diuine 
wphin as in the meane time 
y per 1 2 and murther all thoſe 
10 anita follow the doctrine 
pf thoſe holy ones. Shall nat they theu 
be guiltie of all the bloud of the Par⸗ 
tyꝛs whome they ſeeme to loue and ho⸗ 
nour, as the Scribes and Phariſæs 
did the Pꝛophets, when as by all kinde 
of cruell trecherics, by freaſons + per- 
juries, 


per⸗ 
ries,. 


ſonne C 
tures, 
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inries,they ſeke to murther, & deſtroy 
all thoſe which beare any loue to the 
glozious Goſpell of our Loꝛde Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, and that will not fall downe e 
wozſhip pᷣ beaſt noz reteiue his mark: 
If euer there were belhoundes that 
could not be ſatiſſied with bloud, theſe 
are they which woulde ſpare neither 
high noꝛ lo we, Pꝛince noz ſubiect, pong 
noꝛ olde. If euer there were damnable 
heretikes , and abominable idolaters 
vp earth, theſe are they, which ground 
all their wozſhip vppon the deuiſes of 
men, reiecting the holie ſcriptures and 
taking the honour due vnto God a his 
{f, and giving it vnto crea⸗ 
ozthipping fo2 God a cake 
made of lower. Js it not then ful time 
that we giue care to the, voice fr hea⸗ 
uen: Come aut of her my people, that 


ve be not partakers of her ſinnes, and 


that ye receiue not ofher plagues? Re- 


uel. 18, 1. Js it not plainly ſaide by the 


Angel, acl, 14. 9. that if any man 
wozſhip the beaſt, and his image . ſhall 
receiue the marke in his foꝛehead, oꝛ in 


bis hande: he Wal alſo dzinkeof the 
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wine ol the wzath of God, enen of the 
vndelayed wine, which is pow2ed fozth 
into the cup of his wzath, and he ſhalbe 
toʒmented with fire and bzimſtone, in 
the pꝛeſence of the holie Angels, and in 
the pꝛeſente ofthe Lambe, t the ſmoke 
of their tozment ſhall aſcende wozlde 
without end: and they ſhal haue no reſt 
day no2 night which woꝛſhip the beat 
and his image, and if any receine the 
— of his name. Being as cle&re as Þ 

unne at none dapes bnto all thoſe 
which haue eyes fo ſee, that Rome is 
that Babylon, and the Pope that ſa⸗ 
uage and cruell beaſt, onght it not to 
dꝛiue vs as far from them as the Eaſt 
is from the Melt, to renounce their re⸗ 
ligion, and falſe idolatrous wozſhip, to 
pack vp all their traſh, and ſend it home 
to Rome, to aboliſh their lawes, to flye | 
their fellowſhipe ſocietie, to be at vtter 
enmitie with them in this reſpec that 
they be the lwoꝛne enimies of Chziſt? 
What honour is there left vnto the 
fonne of God, when ſuch vile caififes 
hall take vppon them to be partakers 
with him in the office and dignitie — |

| the medtatozſhip 2 Foz when as the ſe⸗ 


paration and enmitie befwene God 
men was ſuch, that there coulde be no 
agreement no2 bnitie , becanſe God is 
moſt perfectly holie and pure, and can 
not but hate that which is fonle, & con⸗ 
trarie vnto his nature: there was 
none to appꝛoch vnto him to be the me⸗ 
diatoʒ betwienehim and them, which 
was in fo high fanour as that they 
might be accepted thꝛough him, noꝛ of 
ſuch power as fo be able toaunſwere,x 
diſcharge whatfoener they coulde bee 
charged withall: but ſuch an one as 
was alſo mofTholie and pure. While 
the Tabernacle did ſtande, and the moſt 
holie plate which did repꝛelent heauen, 
the high Pꝛieſt was the mediatour: foz 
when the people were ſhat fo2th, hee 
went in befoꝛethe Arke to offere make 


pꝛaper fo2 them. But thoke thinges 


were but ſhadowes, and his conſecra- 
tion was carnall. Ne was a poꝛe fins 
full man, not able to purchaſe fauour 
fo2 himſelfe .' He was a Pꝛieſt agreeas 
ble to that couenant, but no wzefched 
ſinner can be the medtatoz of the news 
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£onenantf, fo ſtande betweene God and. 


the people,that be may obtaine fauour 
and remiſſion of ſinnes foꝛ them. but he 
Which is vnſpotted. Alas what caſe 
then are thoſe men in, which take a 
pwꝛe Popiſh aieſt, which is an vn⸗ 
cleane ſwine. in lecherie , fo be their 
Vꝛieſt to ſtande betweene Gods them, 


to offer fo2 them, that by him they may 


haue their ſinnes pardoned # Doth not 
Dauid ſay, the wicked canngf ſtand be⸗ 
toꝛe God ? Pow then ſhall any of them 
ſtande as a Pꝛieſt befoze.him to be a 


mediatoꝛ? Doth not the holy Ghoſt ſay 
by Salomon, that the ſacriſice ofp wic⸗ 
ked is an abomination to the Leꝛd:can

that which the Lozd doth. efteme as a 
thing abominabls, be a ſacrifice pꝛopi⸗ 

hat which God doeth
